The Mayor’s action was the first 
definite move by the city authorities 
to meet the situation which arose 
during the -Christmag holidays, when 
the number of deaths from alcoholism 
and from-alcoholic poisoning reached 
unprecedented proportions. The Mayor 
did not make clear his object’ in ask- 
ing for the data. ‘He wrote the Chief 
Medical Examiner as follows:

Dear Sir: 

Will you kindly give me a report 
at your earliest convenience on the

Taxation makes‘such a large draft 
“upon the pockethooks of all the peo- 
. ple that the whole’ matter becomes 
one of very great importance. 
Many people hold the belief that 
taxes indirectly paid burden only the 
few.- The truth is that in the last 
analysis taxation is borne by -ell the 
proportion’ to their ability to meet the 
cifizens of the State in varying 
measure, and it should be levied in 
impost. As the State grows, -its 
activities expand, so also will 1 the 
cost.of maintaining it expand. The 
State has all the problems that con-' 
front business man or the house- 
e State buys food, fuel and 
clothing in large quantities; and it 
hes to meet the landlord for the 
housing of many of the departments 
of the Government..‘The cost of all 
these things has steadily m ed in 
recent years and accounts in a large 
measure for the increased cost of 
supporting the Government. 

The important feature of taxation 
from the standpoint of the State is 
that it should be equitably distrib- 
uted. Nothing goes further to pro- 
mote discontent end dissatisfaction 
than the knowledge that any one 
class of our citizens is being unduly 
or improperly taxed for things. that 
are not of benefit to all. We have 
made'some progress each year. The 
changes in inheritancé, bank, income 
and forestry taxes were all helpful in 
this direction. 

For some yéars back a committee 
of your honorable bodies and the 
State Tax Commission have made 
important studies of taxation and 
have reported annually definite-and 
concrete suggestions fora more equi- 
table distribution of the burden. I 
ask that your honorable bodies, go 
carefully into these reports and enact 
into law such definite-suggestiofis as 
are unquestionably designed to im- 
prove the State’s entire system of 
taxation. 


REORGANIZATION. 

Money raised by taxaticn. pagses 
through two mein channels. .One is 
the cost of maintenance of the rou- 
tine administration” of Government. 
The other is the financing of activi- 
ties concerned, with the construction 
of public works and the acquisition 
of new lands or other possessions 
that will benefit the State. In order 
to improve the machinery by. which 
spending agencies operate and also 
for greater efficiency and responsi- 
buity, by constitutional and statute 
law the entire framework of our 
Government underwent a change as 
of the Ist of January, and the here- 
tofore disjointed, scattered and loose 
system of administering the Govern- 
mént has been by law united into 
eighteen nmfajor departments of the 
Government. Of necessity, the legis- 
lation making effective the constitu- 
tional amendment for consolidation 
was hurriedly drawn, and passed. 
Consequently -much remains to be 
donein order to give the proper 
force and effect to the constitutional 
letter and intent. 

To meet the.change the State has 
gradually undergone from a loose 
argregation of activities largely’ reg- 
ulatory to a great corporation, it 
must change methods as well as 
structure to meet the conditions of 
the times. Attention has so far been 
focused on the structure which was 
modernised by the constitutional 
amendment. The methods by which 
-the structure will. function can be 
modernized by administration and a 
few. well-considered changes in law. 


Your honorable bodies appointed a. 


commission to make further study 
into the statutes and to propose 
amendments during your present ses- 
sion. I have already directed a com- 
munication to that commission, and 
during the month just passed I have 
appeared in person before them and 
made certain specific and definite 
recommendations looking to a more 
orderly distribution of the State 
functions within the departments. I 
earnestly hope that your honorable 


bodies “will give these and the sug- | 


gestions of your own cammittee your 
very careful attention. After the‘re- 
port of the commission has been con- 
sidered by your honorable bodies, 
should occasion arise, I will com- 
municate further with you on this 
subject. 

Reorganization of the Government 

was intended to bring about a more 

nh procedure in the transaction 
of the State's affairs, and was also 
intended to produce economy along — 
with a great efficiency. That econ-~ 
omy will grow out of the consolida- 
tion of the departments is without 
question, but I think it is but fair 
that our people understand ‘that the 
maximum of efficiency and economy 
under consolid “ee cannot be. at- 
tained until — —* 4 — 
bringing, t er 0: e erent de- 
partneste ander one roof.

I very earnestly hope that 
in the interest of the State of New 
York you will not. again pass the 
amendment that received approval at 
your hands last year. While it ex- 
tended the term of the Governor; it is 
so worded as to force tHe’ election of 
the Governor into the years| when 
the people are selecting a President 
of the United States. I regard that 
as a distinctly backward step. I re- 
gard it as a move to abandon the 
fixed determination of the State am 
set forth-in our. present Constitution 
to séparate important elections so 
that the public mind may not be con- 
fused in the election of one official 

the greater and larger issues that 

control in the selection:of another. 

In the Constitutional Convention of 
1894 election/of Mayors inthe various 
cities of the State was by constitu- 
tional law placed in years when the 
people are not selecting a Governor. 
The reason given at the time was 
that the selection.of a Mayor of a 
city is important enough not to have 
it overshadowed by the consideration 
of issues that surround the election 
of a Governor. If that was good, 
sane reasoning then, and I believe it 
was, greater recson exists today why 
no election for Governor should be 
held while the: public mind is ab- 
sorbed with the great national and 
international questions that present 
themselves pall discussion in a Presi- 
dential ele 

Moreover, neithet of the great po- 
litical parties should be permitted to 
yield to the temptation to nominate 
for the Gevernorship inferior men in 
the hope that they may get a quick 
ride into the Executive Chamber in 


Albany behind somé great national. 


issue abcut.which they may have no 
understanding and which would in no 
way affect the Government of the 
State. Governors should not be 
elected because of their ideas on the 
tariff or foreign relations, but solely 
upon their ability to conduct the 
business of the people of the State of 
New York wisely and economically. 
I recommend the initiation of a new 
amendment designed to make the 
term of Governor four years, with 
the first election to be held in 1930. 


Biennial Sessions of Legislature. 


I renew my recommendation for a 
constitutional amendment revising 
our system of legislative. sessions. 
With a four-year term for the Gov- 
ernor, it is not necessary to have an 


annual sessicn of the Legislature at 
which lawmaking as well as the 
routine of the State’s bu-iness takes 
place, FE have in the past pointed out 
the stupendous number of new laws 
annually enacted in the last five 
years in our own State. These total 
nearly 5.000 for that period. Many of 
these could have been avoided by.the 
enactment of general statutes taking 
care of minor mat*ers and by giving 


to departments power to issue their. 


own regulations. 

Predicated upon a four-y term 
for the Governor, Senators should be 
elected for four and members of the 
Assembly for two years. In even- 


numbered years no legislation should . 


be enacted except what/is. necessary 
to make provision tor the support of 
Governmeht unless specifically rec- 
ommended by message from the Gov- 
ernor. 

If the Constitution is 80 ‘amended 
the Legislature will have time for 
more careful consideration of the 
measures proposed and a new statute 
will have a reasonable trial before it 
is changed by a succeeding Legisla- 
ture. Every second year, also, the 
Legislature, will be encb!ed to give its 
entire time to the management of the 
fiscai: and related affairs of ams. 
State. 

These changes will also require ak 
amendment to the Corstitution which 
will avert any delay beyond the same 
period of consideration 
ments to the Constitution as now ob- 
tains. The second passage of a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment could 
then be effected by a newly elected 
Assembly instead of a newly elected 
Senate. 

If the reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment for the * e of stopping 
waste, duplication of effort and lost 
energy. is of any matefial benefit to 
the people of the State, it seems to 
me that we are under’ the solemn

PUBLIC UTILITIES AND HOME 
, RULE. 

Another phase of home rule still un- 

solved is the administration of local 


public utilities. Since my return to _ 


office in 1923 I have consistently 

ed the attention of your honor 
able bodies to the injustice to local 
Governments brought about by the 
amerdments to the Public Service 
law, made in 1921. I have advocated 
the same remedies in each of my an- 
nual messages since that time, and 


_in special messages besides. 


In 1921 localities were deprived of 
all rights over contracts with public’ 
utilities corporations which they had 
themselves made in the past. This 
violates all principjes of home rule, 
I have requested t this condition 
be remedied by the return te local 
Governments of their power to deal 
for themselves concerning contracts 
with such corporations or a modifica- 
tion of them. 

In my annual message of 1923 1 
reviewed the history of regulation of 
public utilities in this State and rec- 
ommended among other things that 
control over transit construction be 
given to localities: This has since 


“been done. I recommended that ‘‘the 


power heretofore held by -cities over 
the terms of their franchises ‘be re- 
turned to them, where it belongs.” 
and that “reguiatory powers should 
be restored to the Public Service 
Commission act, which should con- 
tain the provision: that a. city may 
be the agent of the State for carry- 
ing’ out these powers unless it should, 


| by proper resolution (of its govern- - 


ing body); request the State to re- 
lieve it * the duty.’’ 

In 1924 in my annual mes- 
sage, with from the locali- 
ties of the power over their own con- 
tracts and lodging it in State com- 
missions are indefensible.” * * 
“This power should be returned * 
the munici ties, and they should 
be ‘left free to deal for themselves 
with the corporations with which 
they made the original contracts.” 
I also said, ‘“‘There is no reason why 
the State should not accept a mu- 
nicipality as its agent in the regula- 
tion of public utilities, particularly 
where the utility is entirely within a 
city. ‘This would mean local control 
as to certain utilities with the mu- 
——— designated as the State's 


_ agent. 


Referring again to the 1921 legisla- 
tion depriving the localities of power 
over their own public utilities con- 
tracts, I said in my 1925 annual mes- 
sage, ‘This power should be returned 
to the municipalities and they should 
have a free hand to deal for them- 
selves with the corporations with 
which they have made. contracts at 
any time in the past. * * * we 
should broaden the State’s policy and 
delegate to municipalities, where 
they so’ desire, the agency of. the 
State.for the regulation of all public 
* — within Fheir bor- 

ers.”’ 

, in —* annual message, I 
said again, ‘“The State should return 
to the municipalities the free hand 
they onee had to deal for themselvés 
with the corporations with which 
they made contracts at any time in 
.the past. I was never able to find 
any. fault ——— of decentral- 
ization that delegate to mu- 
nicipalities, where they desired to 
exercise it, the right of the State to 
regulate all public-utility corpora- 
tions operating wholly within their 
borders.”’ 

I . have. not changed my opinion’ 
with regard tothe regulation of such 
utilities wholly, within the confines’ 
of a city. E reiterate that I believe 
that the State should be em 
* delegate to localities, when they 

request, or to an estab- . 
lished. and, designated © local 
goverhment, the a sewers 
now held by State agencies. If this 
is done only upon request. of the lo- 
cality it will preserve every feature 
of! the home rule ‘principle. I renew 
my recommendations on these points 
regardless.of any other transit or 
publie utility measures you may have 
under consideration. 

It is time that we ‘eeased to ham- 
per the freedom of municipalities to 
own operate — utilities. As 
a matter of fact, there are many 
localities. that now do. so. Public 
ownership and operation are not un- 
tried ‘theories. In fact, the trend ‘of 
modern government has been in that 
dirdction.

Realization. of the importance of 
proper living conditions and the ab- 
solute essential of decent home -gur- 
roundings have been bérne dn on us 
more recently than the need fér labor 
legislation. : 

After several years of study and 
investigation by commissions a 
pointed by me and by your honorable 
bodies, a Housing Board was created 
at the fast session of- the Legisla- 
ture to deal constructiy with the 
permanent problems housing 
which are. becoming increasingly 
pressing. Our activities in the field 
of housing have necessarily been 
along two’ main lines, the relief of 
temporary distress end the preven- 
tion of exploitation caused the 
housing shortage resulting from the 
‘war; and, second, the study and re- 
lief ‘of the ——— of conges- 
tion of popul&tion in tary an 
ydangerous tenements built 
years ago and not-yet replaced by 
modern construction. 

Emergency rent laws relieved many 
of the oppressions resulting from 
shortage. These laws have been sev- 
eral times extended after investiga-~. 
tions made by the Housifig Commis- 
sions which satisfied us that there 
still remained need for this proteéc- 
tion. The last of these extensions 
will expire June 1, 1927. The State 
Housing Board will supply you with 
the facts-needed .to de your ac- 
tion, and I am sa ed t your 
honorable bodies will pursue the 
same enlightened course you have 
heretofore followed rape aa such _ 
action as is shown to warranted 
by careful consideration of all the 
circumstances. 

New powers never heretofore grant- 
ed were established by the amend- 
ments to the Housing law made in 
1926. In an effort to encourage the 
demolition of tenement. areas in con- 
gested sections and encourage ‘new 
construction, housing of such a type 
was d to be “a necessity in 
the public interest.’ 
dend’' ‘companies which Amdertake 
_the work under regulation by the 
Housing Board ere given powers of 
eminent domain and exemption from 
State taxation. Localities are 
mitted to grant local tax exem: m 
to such enterprises. The legisla 
did not pass in the form in which it 
was originally submitted to you. < 

I appointed the Housing, Board in 
July, when the act became effective. 
The board’ has made a stud of ‘pos- 
sible operations in NewYork “City 
under the act,-and with them I have 
invited the investment of capital in 
limited dividend companies. There 
is no apparent lack of money on 
first mortgage at 5 per cent. for 
these undertakings; but it-remains to 
be seen whether capi in sufficient 4 
amount to affect the-situation can 
be enlisted for the one-third equity 
investment required by the law at a 
limited. dividend of 6 per cent. I 
am convinced we-are sound 
theory; but whether we have carried 
it far enough only those with capital 
to invest and the public interest at 
heart can demonstrate. 

At a later date I will transmit to 
your honorable bodies a report from 
the Housing Board. . *

Thfough the joint efforts of the 
State hospi and the Medical Ex- 
aminer’s office 458 aliens and 158 
non-résident insane patients ‘were Te- 
moved from the State during the past 
fiscal ‘year. This was the largest 
number removed in any’ ome year 
since 1914. In view of the crowded 
condition of our State hospitals and 
the high cost of new buildings and of 
maintenance the removal of these pa- 
tients, who have ro claim. on the 
bounty of the State, helps alleviate 
these conditions.

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THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
There is nothing sensational in Gov- 
ernor. SMirn’s annual message. His 
sensations, if any, have previously 
been submitted to the Legislature on 
many occasions, and he does little now 
but renew former recommendations. 
“It ig true that he is able to speak of 
the: State “entering upon & new chapter 
in its history, due to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Government now about .to 
go into effect. Of his own part in 
bringing about this great change ‘he 
modestly says little. What interests 
him mainly is the fact that the State 
now has better instruments for the 
conduct of its business. But he is well 
aware that they will not.work auto- 
matically, Everything still - depends 
upon the spirit in which the new gov- 
“ ernmental machinery is operated. , The 
‘ET aim should be to “ produce at 
“minimum cost and with reasonable 
“dispatch the things and the results 
“the people have voted and are pay- 
“ing for.” One incident of the con- 
solidation of State departments may. be 
that many Names will be dropped from 
the State’s payroll.” To meet this 
exigency the Governor makes the sen- 
sible recommendation that they should 
be put into a preferred ¢ligible list for 
similar positions in the State ‘service, 
“and that this list should be extended‘to 
@ period of at least four years. - If this 
-is done, it will make available to the 
Stat’ the services of skilled employes 
and may prevent hardships to some of 
them. ; 
On all of the matters which Governor 
Smurrs has before urged upon the Leg- 


islature, and which have not yet been, 


achieved by statute or constitutional 
‘ amendment, the Governor stands by 
his guns. He is still for a thorough- 
going Wxecutive Budget, Once more he 
advocates a four-year term .for the 
Governor, elected in a year when there 
is ‘no Presidential campaign, and for 
““piennial sessions of the Législature. 


Again he is bold enough to propose a ‘ 
consolidation of counties for the pur-- 


pose of eliminating waste, although he 
grimly says: “I apprectate, that this 
~ “ suggestion is not very popular: with 
‘“the political machine, because the 
“control of county patronage forms 
“the groundwork for a fighting organ- 
“ization.” As. regards the. subject of 
public utilities and home rule; Gover- 
nor Smrrx continues to believe.in the 
fullest control possible by local. au- 
‘thorities. Without committing him- 
self to. municipal operation, he holds. 
that no obstacles ‘should hamper ‘the 
freedom of tities to “own and operate 
public utilities.” Similarly in the mat-, 
ter of water’ power, the Governor * 
heres to the position which ‘he’ has 
_taken in previous messages: and in

One of them is the part 
dealing with labor unions. “Another is 
his open defense of the direct primary, | 
which he would have whiversal in spite 
ws | de site abuidee dnd scasidkid iwi Ionve 
‘recently led so inany to question and 
disavow it. Most striking of all, how- 
ever/is what the Governor has to say 
about prohibition. He is in favor of. 
the modification of the Volstéad act, 
and urges the lature to pass 
resolutions in favor of it: But he 
adds ‘that, meanwhile, the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Federal statute 
enacted to carry it out are just as 
,| truly the law of this State as any- 
pe | thing enacted by the Legislature. Then 
he solemnly . notifies Sheriffs and 
peace officers that it is their “sworn 
duty to enforce these laws.’’ And he 
concludés that’ in case of failure to 
perform this duty, “I will, exercise 
“without fear or favor the power of 
“¢ removal wherever it is vested in me.” 
This, to be sure, is only what the Gov- 
ernor said at the time he signed the 
repeal of the State Enforcement act, 
but his’ emphasis. at this time cannot 
_} fail.to be taken as an indication that 
he does not wish to be regarded as so 
exclusively and trretrievably a Wet as 
he has been represented. 

Governor SMr?x invites full coopera- 
tion and frequent conference with the 
Legislature. He expects to have im- 
portant reports to. present to it, and 
further legislation to urge. ‘But his 
message, as it stands, is full of con- 
tentious matter, and the prospect is 
that there will be y bitter contro- 
versies and a long session of the Legis- 
lature before even a substantial part 
of the Governor’s comprehensive pro- 
gram can be put into effect, 


THE CRUISER TANGLE. 

From every aspect, the naval con- 
troversy now raging ip the House of 
Representatives is ‘unfortunate. “It 
represents a breach between the Ad- 
ministration. and several Republican 
leaders in Congress. It has already 
had its unhappy echoes abroad. Things 
have been said, and some measures 
have been proposed, which inevitably 
create international uneasiness, — and 
lead foreign nations to question’ AKmer- 
ican sincerity in the matter of cutting 
down armaments. Doubtless it is this 
latter consideration which has led 
President Cooripcs to deny that he has 
changed his views; He maintains that 
he still defends. the budget submitted to 
Congress which made no provision at 
all for new cruiser construction, Yet 
he is willing that Congress should au- 
thorize the building of: ten new cruis- 
ers, ‘provided ‘that it votes no money 
for them at this time. 

The President seems to discriminate 
between naval policy and budget pol- 
icy. Yet it is always,’ in the end, the 
policy which controls the budget. And 
the main trouble in Congress at pres- 
ent is that there is great confusion, 
along with disputed facts, in regard 
to our naval policy. A good argument 
can be made out for at least voting 
the money to complete\the three cruis- 
ers authorized two years ago. This 
could. be defended on the ground ‘of 
simply providing for the efficiency of 
the fleet, without any invidious com- 
parisons with other navies. But the’ 
President's consent to the authoriza- 
tion of ten additional cruisers has evi- 
dently roused ‘a spirit in Congress 
which will not easily down. 

There are able and sincere men on 
both ‘sides of the question, but the 
mischief is that an atmosphere of sus- 
picion. and ill-will has been created. 
Out of this may grow excitable and 
foolish action. It is quite possible that 
the President may be overridden by 
his\own party. But there is at least 
one feature of his policy of which’ he} 
may retain complete control, and that 
is his hope to call at an early date 
another. international conference for 
the ‘purpose of agreeing upon a fur- 
ther plan of naval ‘disarmament. Cer- 
tainly the events of the past few days 
in speck ought to have the effect

A new’means 
of communication suchas this is not 
devised because of a public demand. 
A new utility creates its own demand: 
Bett never dreamed that the largest 
private telephone switchboard in the 
world. would be installed in. a New 
York bank.. Crrus Fievp certainly 
never foresaw that the prices of wheat 
and cotton ‘would’ be cabled back and 
forth across. the ocean, or that arbi; 
trage—the art of taking instant ad- 


vantage of the fluctuating rates of 


exchange in New York, Berlin, Paris 
‘and London—would be developed for 
the benefit of shrewd traders in do- 
mestic and foreign money.

\has enabled us to talk with London 
wil surely discover a method of secur- 
ing ag much privacy as we now enjoy 
with the wire telephone, if privacy is 
desirable.

/aumber of policenmien placed at Com- 
missioner McLAUGMLIN’s disposal, A 
great y. years were spent in dis- 
cussing’ theories of crime prevention 
before New York could bring’ itself to | 
face the fact that compared with other’ 
cities it was heavily underpoliced. This 
would be true on the mere basis of 
Population. It’ would be emphasized 
by the complexity of our population 
and the: abounding: wealth, offering 
temptation and opportunity to the 
highwayman and the burglar. A higher 
‘degree of police efficiency, a sterner 
code of criminal law, and a speeding 
up of the wheels of ‘justice—these 
would be the three concrete elements 
in a visibly ebbing crime tide. 

Beyond these would be the general 
public response to an ugly problem. 
Burglary and theft insurance rates 
have risen to a point where they count 
seriously In the citizen’s annual budget. 
If apartment house theft has been 
cut in two, better policing and sterner 
punishment: are not thé only reasons. 
The householder has learned to. be 
more careful in the matter of locked 
doors. and windows, The story of citi- 
zens who have answered the door- 
bell late at night -and been held up 
in their own apartments was bound to 
have’ an effect. There has been a 
tightening up all along the line—laws, 
courts, .. police. and individual pre- 
caution.

CARVING THE YELLOWSTONE. 
The campaign carried on in The Out- 

look and other papers to prevent “he 
dismemberment of the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park has, if unofficial reports 
from Washington are correct, thus far 
failed. to impress the members of the 
Congressional Committees on Public 
Lands. with the seriousness of. the 
danger to the park. The proposal is 
for the Federal Government to sur- 
render to the State of Idaho a tract 
of about twelve square miles in the 
southwest corner of the Yellowstcne 
in exchange for an equal area to be 
turned over to the park by a. 
This tract, known as the e 
Corner, or the Bechler Meadows; is 
one of the important feeding grounds 
of the animals, and contains valuable 
timber, At the same time it affords 
ideal. camping grounds adjacent. to 
splendid scenery. 

Idaho has long ‘coveted this corner. 
In it is enough water to i te parts 
of two counties of the State. Seven 
years ago Idaho sought to obtain per- 
mits for building reservoirs there.» A 
bill granting this authority passed the 
Senate, and was prevented from pass- 
ing in the-House only by the vigorous 
activities of friends of the parks, The 
gentlemen from Idaho, however, were

is land: When, therefore, a bill was 
introduced to re-define the borders of 
the Yellowstone, last Spring, the 
Tdaho Representatives moved that it be 
amended so as to permit Idaho to have 
this lahd.

The appeal of the President for support 
by the press of the attitude of the Govern- 
ment.in foreign affairs is really an appea!

GREAT LAKES PIRATE DIES. 


Capt. D. H. Ross Was First Mate on 
Ship in Civil War Days. ~ 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 5 (.— 
Days of the corsair were recalled with 
the death of Captain David H. “Ross, 
first mate of the only pirate ship that 
ever sailed the Great Lakes. 
Ross, 83 years old, died yesterday at 
his home here. He had lived quietly 
in his late year and was ever willing 
to tell of his days of adventure. He 
will be buried tomorrow. 
Entering the Civil. War with the 
Confederates ‘when. he was 18 years 
old, Ross was captured.at Fort Sanders 
and for nine month was held ‘prisoner 
by the Northe@n army.

Next the Island Queen, with 150 ¥ed- 
eral soldiers aboard, fell victim to the 
pirates, surrendering without a 
The steamer ‘Michigan, the fastest 
vessel-and the only armed boat on the 
lakes, was the next — ut = 
crew receiyed word of the pi F 
roach and were ready for thém.

ng from the Michigan, the pirate ship 
at night gained the Detroit. River, 
where the piyecee Sled fled for. their lives.
